Arrival of Ex-President Johnson 


Congress and the Condition of the 
People —— Reviewed. 
His Opinion of Grant and a few 
Remarks About the Cabinet. 


Bpeciaf Dispatch to the Memphis Avalanche.) 
Kwoxvitte, April 8.— The city is 
crowded with the old friends of Andy 
Johnson. At an early hour this morning 
‘they in little knots on the 
streets, talking about Andy's old tri- 
umphs, Special trains on the railroads 
brought crowds to the city, and the eleven 
a.m. special train which arriv ed from 
Greenville with Mr. Johnson, was greeted 
at the depot by u delegation of citizens 
with bands of music,and from whence he 
was escorted to the Lamar House in a 
barovche, in company with Colonel Nel- 
won and John M. Fleming, of the Press and 
Herald. After a short delay Mr. Johnson 
was introduced to the assembled crowd, 
numbering about five thousand people, by 
Hon, T. X. R. Nelson, who referred to his 
own political differences with the distin- 
guished gentleman before them, and to 
their argument upon the vital question of 
union, related the persecutions inflicted 
upon Mr. Johnson for Union sentiments; 
elogently described his patriotic course 
during the war, and alladed to his wise 
and conciliatory policy of reconstruction, 
Mr. Johnson, afler returning thanks for 
the cordiality of his welcome, said he had 
‘endeavored to protect the Constitution, 
and all he asked for, was a fair examina- 
‘of his record. He intended to devote the 
the remainder of his life as a private citi- 
nen to the vindication qf his efficial life

sérvation. The time has come to talk 
about the first principles of government 
Take away restraints which held Congress 
and you have a despotic Government, 
Wipe out the other two departments of 
Government and you have Congress with 
its discretion, or perhaps I should say, its 
indiscretion, the measure of its power.

The Tenurc-of-Office nill—Texas 


Question—Circular trom Commis- 
sioner Delano—General Order No- 
18 Revoked—Nomination of Long- 
street Confirmed. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.— The amend- 
ment to the Tenure-of-Office bill had not 
been signed by the President up to noon. 
An apprehension exists that some mis- 
take has been made in the enrolling of the 
bill, as prominent members of both 
Houses differ as to its consturtion, If so, 
the bill may be returned to Congress for 
correction. 

The Attorney General has decided that 
Congress alone can fix the relative rank of 
line and staff officers in the navy, and
